sion of the theory of the bill, accom- 
panied the measure, setling forth the 
Views of the democrats on the eom- 
mittee, 

Representative Hayes — of California 
presented areport from the republicans 
erilicizing the meaure — and proposing 
various amendments, 

The majority report deelared: “It is 
Intended. lo bring about necessary 
ghanges in the present banking and 
currensy system-of ‘the United Slates 
and correct long standing evils that 
have had a slow and deep-rooted 
growth, It aims atthe rectification of 
the essential- defects of the present 
system although it dogs not seek to 
make all the innovallons. that might 
from an ideal planondn be deemed 
desirable, i

against all central bank plans suggest- 
ed, the report said: 

“After lookir\) over. the whole 
ground, and afier examining the various 
suggestions for legislation, the commit- 
tee on banking and currency is firmly 
of the opinion that effective legislation 
on banking must include the following 
fundamental elements which it consid- 
ers indespensable in a measure likely 
to prove salisfactory to the country.

Having secured the services of Willis 
Chipman as. consulting engineer for a 
period of two years ata salary of 
$3,600 per annum, the mayor has oaow 
authorized the appointment of another 
engineer, evidently an assistant to Mr. 


Chipman, in the person of Charles R- 


Murdock, At recent meetings of the 
commissioners matters in reference to 
the filtration plant, sewage disposal, 
etc., have been referred to Mr, Murdock 
on the recommendation of the mayor. 


Nobody seemed to know just -who 
Mr. Murdock was or what particular 
position he filled, but ft now appears 
that he has been employed by the city 
as an engineer under Mr, Chipman at a 
salary of $200 a month and has been 
on the pay roll .since the middle of 
August, ; 

Ata recent meeting of the commis- 
sioners, when the question of the addl- 
tional south side sewage plans were 
taken up, the mayor suggested that the 
plans and a copy of the cily engineer's 
report be forwarded to Mr, Chipman 
for his consideration,

Commissioner Chalmers asked atthe 
meeting what extra charges, If any, 
weuld be made by Mr. Chipman for his 
opinion on these matters. The mayor 
replied that there would be no addi-| I 
tlonal expense to the city as all such 
matters would be included in the salary 
voted the consulling engineer by the 
city council. 

Now i! develops that an assistant to 
Mr. Chipman has-been on the city's 
payroll since some time in August and 
that his salary is to be $2,400 a yeur,

It appears that Mr. Murdock is to bo 
stationed permanently in the cily. An 
atlempt was made to haye him put on 
the staff of the city engineer and fail- 
ing this, on the staff of the power 
house, The superintendents of both 
these departments refused to have any- 
thing to do with this: new appointee 
of the mayor and, thereforo, he is 
working independently of both’ depart- 
ments, 

Throo New Employces.

Messrs, Randall and Croll are still on 
the payroll drawingea combined salary 
of $800 a month. The work heing done 
by them is supposed lo be plans of 
the Rabbil Hills water scheme for Mr, 
Chipman, and according to Mr. Chip- 
man’s report he-does not approve the 
Rabbit Hills site.

Brantford, Sept. 9—A fendish mur 
der was revealed about 7.45 o'clock 
this morning when the body of an ,un- 
known oy was found on the BI iskom 
road about a mile from Cainsville, by 
a farmer, The licad was almost se ver- 
ed from the body. here were three 
stab wounds In the face and 12 in the 
chest, amd the body was totally disem- 
boweled. .There was evidence thal the 
crime had been committed elsewhere 
and the body brought to the quiet spot 
on the road, but there is no clue as to 
the perpetrator, 

Roy Misener saw the body In the 
«hich. It wag that of a boy 42 to 44 
years of age, with the knickerbockers 
puiled down, the shirt opan and the 
urderabirt exposed, The throat wae 
cut from ear to ear. Misaner notified 
the county police. Investigation show- 
ed that the clothes fad al] Deen re- 
moved before the wounds were in- 
flicted.” Then the murderer wiped his 
bloody hands on the lad's limbs, and 
ft may be that through this the murd- 
erer can be identified. 


Peary Records 
Located After 
Twenty Years 


Dane Finds the Documents in 
Cairn at Navy Cliff on 
Greenland Coast, 


Now York, Sept. 8—Genera! 
Thomas R. Hubbard, president of 
tho Peary Arctic club, made pub- 
lle today the news of a second re- 
turn by a Dane of Important rec- 
ords left by Admiral Peary In the 
Polar regions. 

The government of Denmérk 
through Its minister to the United 
States has sent to Admiral Peary 
the record he deposited In a cairn 
at Navy Cliff on tho northeast 
coast of Greenland In July, 1892. 
Twenty years later In July, 1912, 
the record was recovered -by the 
Danish explorer Knud Rasmussen. 
Tho first crossing of Greenland 
from west to east was made by 
Peary In 1892. Ho and his only 
companion, Elvind Astrup, com- 
pleted tho cairn on navy cliff and 
placed It In a record, leaving a re- 
quest printed on Its back In 
various languages that Its finder 
note the time and place of find and 
forwarding It to an Indicated des- 
tination. 

Rasmussen found {he cairn in 
1912, took Peary’s record from It, 
noted that It was taken July 22, 
1912, and delivered It to his gov- 
ernment,

OF HER COLONIES 


British Postmaster Genera 
Says Liberal Party Lee Dis- 
carded "Little Eng- 
landism,”’ 


Winnipeg, Sept. 0—'‘If you are 
proud to be members of the Brtilsh 
empire, as I believe you aré, we In the 
mother country are ‘no less proud to 
count you as suoh,"’ was the deolara- 
tlon of the Right Hon. Samuel, British 
postmaster-general, speaking to 1200 
members of the Canadian club at.Jun- 
cheon in the Manitoba Hall today. 

Pointing out that the English liberal 
party had discarded “Little England- 
ism" and that Cobden had never de- 
terminéd the policy of that party, he 
emphasized the fact that the age when 
the dominions or colonies used to be 
regarded with indifference in the old 
country had passed absolutely. 

The people of Great Britain were 
cordially In sympathy with the: vigor- 
ous and active democracies in the new 
countries and he was convinced. that 
when Ireland got home rule he might 
sec the people of that country as proud 
of the empire, as sympathetio to the 
general dominions and rendering as 
useful service as any other portion of 
the United Kingdom to the progress 
and welfare of the dominions over the. 
sea. While he did not desire to inter- 
fére to any degree with the manage- 
ment oi their own. Canadian affairs, 
they would believe him, he said, when 
he stated that at home, in Great Bri- 
tain, Canada was much in the minds of 
all the people.

London, Sept. 9-—Lord, Haldane, ac- 
companied by his sister, and Svcre- 
tary Lord Mackenzie Muir, arrived 
aboard the Lusitania fron New York 
today. The Lord Chancellor, who 
appeared in the ‘dest of health and 
spirits, smilingly observed that now 
that he was ‘home again-his position as 
minister prevented him fvom giving any 
interview. © Nevertheless, lie gave an 
account of the. genesal finpressinn 
which his brief visit to. the United 
States and Canada made on him, He 
said: 

“Our reception was of a most cordial 
nature and we met with nothing but 
almost overwhelming kindness and at- 
tention, Americans and Canadians 
seemed to vie with each other in. this 
respeot, but the most impressive fea- 
ture of the visit was the remarkable 
ynanimity at the great meeting in Mon- 
{real. After it was over a very dis- 
{inguislfed American made the remark: 
‘We seem to be one people today,’ and 
{he statement was ne exaggeration of 
the obvious sentiment of thousands 
who had assembled. The meeting was 
remarkable both as to numbers and the 
men who were there. The enthusiasm 
with whieh the king’s message was re- 
ceived) by Canadians and’ Americans 
alike was also very striking."' 

Learns With Pleasure. 


* Lord Haldané had~ not seen any 
English expressions of opinion of his 
remarkable address on higher nation- 
ality. delivered at Montreal, . and. che 
Jearned wilh pleasure of ‘the cordial 
welcome it. received on. this side of the 
Aflantic, In reply to a question whe- 
ther the address to the American Bar 
Lord lialdane 
sald: 

“T can only say that the speech de-

IN WESTERN BUSINESS. 

"There is a steady and gratifying improvement 
In the general business situation of the Canadian 
West. The prospects of an excellent crop, which 
are now daily being materialized, and which only 
require continued good weather for their complete 
realization, have re-acted favorably on trade, and 
that quietness which has been a factor in western 
business during recent months is already beginning 
to pass away. It is confidently anticipated that 
within a very short time the improvement which is 
now in evidence will become very marked and that 
faring the fall and winter there will be a heavy 
volume of trade accomplished. 

Up to the present there has been no marked 
loosening of the monetary situation. What cash 
is available is being absorbed by the expense of har- 
vest operations. But with a crop in course_of cut- 
ting, the estimated value of which will be nearly 
$300,000,000 provided good harvest weather is 

_ continued, it is only natural that a feeling of greater 
confidence is manifest, and that trade has improved 
in sympathy. Although as yet none of the grain 
money is in general circulation, and although it will 
be some liltle time before any considerable sums 
are returned from the sale of crop, the credit of the 
west is being strengthened with every acre of wheat 
that is cut, and with every bushel threshed out. 


POSTAL CONDITIONS

With the Irish home 
rule question now virtually settled and the country 
reconciled to the increment tax. and the old age pen- 
sions, the British Chancellor commences at once 
upon his land campaign, the purpose of which is a 
“back to the land’? movement, intended to make 
land accessible in small holdings to those who 
otherwise would have no opportunity to get onto 
the land. The details of the plan have not been 
given and will not be until the chosen date of Octo- 
ber 11, when the chancellor will make his de- 
claration at Bedford, but it may be taken for grant- 
ed that it will be no half-way measure that Lloyd 
George will introduce.

The British Postmaster General, Hon. Samuels, 
is in western Canada on a tour of the dominion for 
the purpose of acquainting himself with Canadian 
affairs. 

With particular reference to the postal depart- 
ment he might learn a good deal by dropping off at 
any station along the line and interviewing the local 
postmaster. He would find, for instance, that 
every postmaster, no matter what his salary, which 
is In some cases nothing, is warned against ‘“offen- 
sive partisanship,"’ and that when the department 
finds that some good friend of the party wants the 
job the other fellow is merely informed that he 
has been offensively partisan. This system does 
away with the barrier erected by civil service which, 
in Great Britain, guarantees the civil service em- 
ployee his position and furnishes a sense of secur- 
ity to those who may be called upon to carry out 
a continuity of service under changing adminis- 
trations.

Was Private Meeting. 

At the request of the president, the 
meeting held Mm. the commissioners 
board .room. yesterday afternoon was 
private, the reporters beiny askca te 
leave the room. At tha close of the 
meeting the president issued a state- 
ment in which he-absolutely denies the 
report that a strike has been consider- 
ed, in any official sense. “Any S0- 
called strike talk,"’ states his report, 
“must have come. from irresponsible 
persons, re —_ 

“As far as the staterment that the 
men are asking for a closed shop. is 
concerned,” continues his report, ‘the 
truth of the matter is that we are ask- 
ing for the recognition of the associa- 
tion’ only, “We ‘have laid: emphasis on 
a request that, preference, be given to 
citizens of Edmonton when positions 
are vacant oir thé*stréet railway. This 
request has been refused by the super- 
intendent, bul is under consideration 
now by the city, commissioners.” 

Ask For, Senlority. 

The union, according to the state- 
ment of the president, is asking for 
seniority or the employees, which 
right the superintendent refuses ‘to 
recognize. The clause in the agree- 
ment covering this matter states that 
each motorman and conductor shall be 
entitled to hold his run, -in accordance 
with his age in the conlinuous service 
in the employ of the department, and 
the preference of runs shall always be- 
long to the oldest men jn the continu- 
ous service, except when men are in- 
competent to hold such runs. In such 
event the department will take up the 


matter with the proper committee ef} an hour there was novalng left except 


the association and arter a mutual sat- 
isfactory understanding has been 
reached, then the employe being next 
in line for promotion shall take his 
place... Any employe being given an of- 
ficial position, and wishing to go to his 
previous work can do so within — six 
months and hold: his seniority, if, af- 
ter six months, he will take his place at 
the foot of the regular lst. 

In cases where disputes arise the 
men ask that the clause covering this 
in. the old agreement shall stand, This 
the superintendent svants struck out, 
and in place thereof the clause insert- 
ed, that the superimendent shall-'be 
the sole arbiler. The mayor and com- 
missioners are agreed that the superin- 
tendent should be the sole arbiter in 
cases of dispute, ' 

Disputed Clause. 

The disputed clause in regard to 
new men ,asks that preference be siv- 
en to citizens of Edmonton for posil- 
tions in the department, who must be 
able to read and write English tluently, 
and while men are under. insiruction, 
they shall be pald $4 per day. If the 
examinations are passed satisfactorliy 
before a committee composed of two 
members of the association and one of- 
ficial of the department, the training 
period lo be left to the discretion of 
the department, 

The question of an inerease In 
wages at the present time will not be 
granted, and this point’ 4s evidently 
waived by the oMoials of {he union, 
who, it is understood, will noi press 
this demand. It was demonstrated to 
them thal the Edmonton sireet railway 
is paying higher wages than in the ma- 
jority of cities on the continent, and 
the mayor and commissioners refuse to 
consider this demand al the present 
timo.

Even had they been| 
called they would have arrived too late 
to be of any assistance, for inside of 


a small amount of brick work. 

There was a strong wind, almost a 
gale, blowing at: the lime, and the 
flames swept througit the dry frame 
Structure with a speed which made. it 
absolutely impossible to offer any re- 
sistance to the fire, 

In all probabilily the house will ‘be 
rebuilt by the club as the season when 
it would be most used is arriving. 
There will be a meeting of the board of 
directors of the club this afternoon to 
decide what will be done. '

PETER CLAVER. 


The firat missionary to work among the 
American negro slaves was Blessed Peter 
Claver, whose festival will be celebrated 
today, as one each ninth of September for 
over two centuries, by the African popula- 
tion of the West Indies, Claver was a 
Spanish Jesuit, Early In the seventeenth 
century he was ordained a priest, and was 
sent to Cartagena, then the great slaye mart 
of the West Indies, There he consecrated 
himself to the Salvation of the miserable 
blacks and for moro than 40 years he 
labored In this work..

APPALLING STORY 


ABOUT OUTRAGE 


Tells that Bulgarians Had Car- 
nival of Pillage, Robbery 
and Murder, 


London, Sept. 9——Ashmead’ Bartlett, 
special correspondent of the Telegraph, 
writes from Constantinople a long and 
appalling account of the Bulgarian at- 
rocities.. He declares that, as a result 
of a private and independent investiga- 
tlon he has carried on, he is in a posi- 
tion to state that the series of Bul- 


{garlan crimes in the neighborhood of 
Adrianople and Thrace pale into insig- 


nificance when compared with their 
doings in the territory west of the 
Marliza river, which has ‘been in their 
possession since last October. 

Leaving  Adrianople he — passed 
through a deserted wilderness ty the 
village of Corekkoj, which formerly 
contained a population of 1,500, the 
majority of these being Mussulmen. 
Now but two houyes remain standing. 
Even the walls of the villages have 
been torn down, The Bulgarians kill- 
ed all the male population, leaving but 
a few women and about a dozen child- 
ren. The soldiers violated women; 4,- 
{00 Turks are missing, while 8,000 are 
wounded. Those renraining are mostly 
women and children. The killed: com- 
prised many. Greeks, 4 

In the charred ruins of the district 
of Kotchah, the same story was heard 
and every 10 miles razed villages bore 
mute testimony to the carnival of pil- 
lage, robbery, murder and outraging of 
womanhood. The males were forced 
to ieave the crops rotting in the flelds. 
The next village to Doudsaros was 
completely destroyed. Each — village 
passed was in ashes, 

In Samana, a well contained 881 
bodies of Turks, which have been hor- 
ribly mutilated. The vilayel had 109 
villages, the population being made up 
of 19,000 Turks, 17,000 Greeks ‘and 
3,000 Bulgarians. In one district the 
Bulgarian colene', Apostoloff, decided 
that the whole population should be 
converted.

SAY SLAGK AS. 
6000 AS COAL 


Industrial Commissioner Re- 
ceives Letter Saying Ther is 
Lots of Slack in City, 


The Great West Coal company has 


called the atlention of the industrial 
commissioner to the large amount of 
slack that is now on hand and which 
might be used to adyantage by manu- 
facturers in the city of Edmonton for 
use in making steam. The price of this 
slack is given as 80 cents a ton In the 
cily, The letter states that the com- 
pany uses no other fuel at the mines 
where thoy have four large boilers of 
a total oapacilty of 360 h.p. and get 
very high efficienoy as a result. It 
is also stated that to use the slaok 
it is neoessary to have extra boiler 
capacity but the saving in coal would 
soon more than make up for this in- 
crease in boilers. Several local manu- 
facturers are already using this slack 
exclusively for fuel. and report. that 
thoy are well salisfied with the re- 
sults being obtained. 

The attention of the industrial com- 
missioner has been called to this boiler 
fuel that he may where opportunity 
affords point it out to manufacturers 
already located and to others who may 
contemplate locating in Edmonton in 
tho future, 

The question of cheap power is 
about the first asked by the manu- 
facturer and this proposition can be 
offered as one way to overcome power 
costs that would prohibit the manu- 
faclure of goods in the city at a price 
low enough to compete with similar 
lines manufactured in centres where 
operating costs are cheaper.

Anniversary of the 
Firat Marathon Raco, 

One of the gamest guys-in the history of 
the world was Phidippides, the Greek sport 
who won the first Marathon race, Phidip- 
pides 13 dead, and his great feat Js scarcely 
to he considered as hews, since {t was 
pulled off 2,403 years ago ‘today, on Sep- 
tember 0, 490 B.C, 

In those days the Greek's were [the 
world's best athletes, and their Olympian 
games always attracted a lot of stellar tal- 
ent, Every Wellenic youth was trained In 
a “gym,’! and physical torture Joints were 
as numerous in Athens as places of liquid 
refreshment tn a modern American city. 

According to that great well-known and 
versatile author, Mr, E, Brittanica, the oc- 
casion for Phid{ppides's great stunt was liko 
this, The Persfans had tnvaded Greece, in- 
tending to benevolently assimilate the coun- 
try, and the Greeks naturally resented such 
a project, A Httle band of patriotic Greeks 
opposed the Persian hosts of Parins on the 
plain of Marathon. To use a vulgar but 
expressive phrase, the Greeks “licked the 
tar’? out of the Persians, When the Greeks 
Sought to send news of their victory to 
Athens they found that the telegraph wires 
had been cut. All the automobiles and 
horses had been put out of commission, 
too, and there was nothing for it but for 
somebody to hoof it to Athens and carry 
the tldings to the newspapers, 80 that the 
anxiety prevaillug in tho city might ba 
relloved, 

Phidippides, an Athenian Jad who had 
won several medals aS a long distance run- 
ner, volunteered for tho job, and set a 
record that has never since béon equalled. 
He covered the 26 miles and reached 
Athens with Just breath enough to blure 
out that the Persians had got it inthe neck, 
and then fell dead In his track, Such was 
the origin of the Marathon race, Before tho 
Dattle Phidippides had been sent as Aa mes- 
senger to Sparta to implore the assistance 
of that country, and covered the distance 
of 150 miles tn 48 hours,
